It now appears that President Nix on 


finally will get the people he wants to 


fill the Supreme Court vacancies. But 


neither the nation nor the persons 


involved should ever again have to go 


through any such harrowing period as 
this one turned out to be. Reputations 
of good jurists and others deemed to 
be qualified are being besmirched by 
the antics going back to the Hay ns- 
worth and Carswell debacles. 
While we must have the best talent 
available for the top posts, there has 
to be a better way in selecting them. 
Some candidates have simply been 
used as smokescreens. Witness the 
case of the first woman ever mentioned 
for the court. J ustice Mildred Lillie 
of California. Imagine the ordeal she 
went through, and undoubtedly still is 
going through. Her hopes were buoy ed, 
then dashed to the ground. President 
Nix on offered the weak ex cuse that 
the American Bar Association had not 
approved her. 
In that latter connection, the Pres­ 
ident of the United States simply ab­ 
dicates his duties of office when he 
turns over a list of those he has chosen 
to the ABA for its final approval. The 
nation doesn’t want its justices selected 
by purely political y ardsticks such as 
Congress uses. nor. by the same token, 
does it want any comparatively small 
private group such as the ABA doing 
the picking either. 
Never in the history of our country 


has 
such 
turmoil 
accompanied 
the 
filling of Supreme Court vacancies, 
because never, perhaps, have there 
been such qualifications set down. To 
say . as President Nix on has indicated, 
someone from the South must be on 
the bench is ridiculous. This can hardly 
be considered a qualification for fitness 
to do the job. Nor should a person’s 
political philosophy play a major role. 
Nor should sex , color or creed have 
any particular part. Yet all these seem 
to weigh more heavily on the choice 
than any thing else. 
At the risk of seeming to over­ 
simplify the job. it is one that requires 
a fair and understandable interpreta­ 
tion of what the Constitution means. 
That’s all. 
We shall never know whether Cle­ 
ment Hay sworth and Harrold Carswell 
could have filled the bill. We do know 
that they were dragged through the 
muck and mire of investigation, much 
of it unreasonable and petty . We per­ 
haps will never know whether Mrs. 
Lillie would have made the grade. 
But her usefulness to jurisprudence has 
been greatly impaired. It cannot help 
but be. The same goes for all those 
others who were dragged into this 
latest fiasco. 
What used to be a dignified job, 
that of selecting a justice, has turned 
into something resembling little more 
than a hassle among ward bosses over 
who shall be named fifth assistant 
dog catcher.

The famous town whose citizens 
suported themselves by taking in each 
other’s laundry was purely my thical, 
of course. But there’s a for-real town 
in Virginia that hopes to solve its 
economical 
problems 
by 
taking 
in 
garbage from Washington, Baltimore 
and other nearby big cities. 
Craigsville. a Shenandoah Valley 
community with a population of 978 
the last time any body looked, is con­ 
verting an abandoned cement plant 
into 
a 
regional 
garbage 
recy cling 
center which could provide 100 new 
jobs and a $1 million pay roll. 
The operation, scheduled to start 
nex t J anuary , will involve the separa­ 
tion of refuse into its basic components 
—paper (usually about 50 per cent per 
ton), food scraps (11 per cent), bottles 
(7 per cent), steel cans (4 per cent) 
and so on. 
The steel cans will be converted into 
magnetite, a material used in the 


processing of coal and which sells for 
$30 to $40 a ton. Other materials that 
are not sold for recy cing will either 
be shredded into a growing medium 
for mushrooms or used as fuel in the 
cans-into magnetite process. 
At first, closed railroad cars will 
bring in about 500 tons of garbage a 
day . Craigsville plans for an eventual 
daily input of 10.000 tons, which is 
about the amount generated by four 
million people. 
If the idea works—and if it does it 
will be a mode for every other com­ 
munity in the nation, especially as 
landfill acreage runs out—the folks in 
Craigsville may want to erect a Statue 
of Garbage bearing some such inscrip­ 
tion as: 
“ Send me y our junk, y our scrap, 
the wretched refuse of y our teeming 
affluence. 
Send 
this, 
the homeless, 
trashcan—tossed to me. I lift my lamp 
beside the golden recy cling plant.”
